Austria-Hungary — I still believe you; please don't fail me. 

' Constantinople The Sublime Porte regrets the necessity of safeguarding its 
possessions in the Crimea by force of arms, and expresses its hopes that this action 
will not have a deleterious effect on the friendship and good-Td.il which have pre- 
vailed beyween the Porte and the Kremlin for nearly four years. The Porte pointed 
to its actions in the south as proof of its continued loyalty to the alliance and 
pointed out that with the military successes that have followed the Kremlin in the 
Germanies and Scandia there is little, need for a southern naval base. "For after 
all, has the Tsar enemies in the south?" remarked Abdul Hamid. He pledged the re- 
turn of the Crimea to the Russias as soon as military developments in the Balkans 
permit. He also warned the Tsar not to risk the gains of the Russias by overcommit- 
ting strength to the war in Austria. The Austrians have a superior military force 
at their disposal, and even now lay seige to Vienna and Buda. Unless judicious 
action is taken the legions of the Kremlin may be driven completely from the Danube 

Cooenhaven, Denmark — Admiral Nikolai Khranin, Commander of the Russian 
in the North, was received in Cooenhaven. He proceeded through the city to the. 
King's oalace in an official procession. Before entering the royal valace-, -he 'ex- ' 
changed, speeches with the Danish Foreign Minister, Olaf Jensen. Khranin spoke first, 
complimenting the will of the Danish People in throwing off the German yoke. Jensen 
spoke thanking Khranin, who is now a military ambassador for Tsar Ivan of Russia* 
for the assistance of the Russian navy. 

S katerinsburg — Prince Seviotov, Heir Apparent to the Russian Throne, commented 
on Austrian foreign policy. "Austria pats Italy on the head as if Italy were Austria's 
ward. They say their alliance is as good as ever and then send their navy into Tunisia. 
The perfidy of the Dual Monarch and his dual personality becomes obvious. "When a worm 
like him squirms he cares little about what he destroys."
